GATHERS IN BIG CONVENTION 


Inability Of Los Angeles To Supply Owens River 


Water This Side Of San Gabriel River 


Sharply Defines Future Policy. 


A convention, with 206 delegates in 


attendance, representing the cities and' 
towns east of the San Gabriel river' 
and El Monte, Monrovia, Whittier.' 
i/uarte and other communities near I 
the border, was called last Saturday j 
in the Covina Union High School 
building by the Covina Chamber of 
Commerce, for the purpose of forming 
an all-embracing committee from these 
towns to consult with Mayor George 
Alexander and his committee at the 
time when the Log Angeles mayor 
shall call a meeting to discuss the 


. 
project of a consolidation, of city and 
county government. 


Harmony prevailed among all the 


delegates throughout the proceedings. 
There was not a single clash or jar 
or unseemly word to sound a note of 
discord In the assembly. 


J. L. Matthews, president of the Co- 


vina Chamber of Commerce, took the 
platform and called the meeting to 
order, and said in part: 


"Gentlemen, as president 
of th« 


Chamber of Commerce of this city 
and one of its citizens, it gives fee 
pleasure to welcome you to Covina. 
The purpose of this meeting I need 
not state to you, as that was contain- 
ed in the call. Under the conditions, 
it seemed well to Covina and its rep- 
resentative business men that an alli- 
ance be formed among the people of 
the eastern end of Los Angeles county 
in order to protect the common inter- 
ests. There has been no thought in 
the minds of those who called the 
convention of antagonism to the great 
city that lies to the west. We can par- 
ticipate in the affairs of the convention 
today, and can have part in the final 
division of- Los Angeles county and 
maintain friendly relations with Lo 
Angeles. This is to be desired. In i 
recent 
conversation 
with Enginee 


Mulholland, he, when questioned con 
cerning the possibility of bringing th< 
waters of the Owens river to the easi 
end of the county, said, 'It is an engi 
neering possibility to get the water 
there, but it Is very improbable that 
anything of the kind will be done. 
With these conditions staring us in 
the face and the fact that Los Angeles 
has determined to form a new city and 
county government and that we will 
be left to shift for ourselves, it seems 
fitting that we grasp this opportunity 
to take cousel together concerning the 
advisability of 'setting up housekeep- 
ing for ourselves.' With these thoughts 
in mind, we have called you here to- 
day, and I need hardly add again that 
it gives Covina and its citizens great 
pleasure to welcome you here." 


At the conclusion of Mr. Matthews' 


address, Morris H. Wilson of Pomona 
took the floor and moved that inas- 
much as Covina had taken the initia- 
tive in this matter, that J. L. Mat- 
thews be the permanent chairman of 
the convention. H. H. Kinney of Po- 
mona moved that H. N. Wells, secre- 
tary of the Covina Chamber of Com- 
merce, be appointed the secretary of 
the convention.

of limitations. The mayor of Los AU- 
geles claims that no legislation is 
needed to form the consolidation Op- 
posed to his opinion is that of some 
of the best legal lights, who declare 
that special legislation must be enact- 
ed before consolidation can become a 
fact. It is a fact that the Los Angeles 
city council has no authority over out- 
side territory, and to attempt to make 
contracts with individuals or corpora- 
tions outside of the city limits would 
probably be illegal. The general law 
for county division does not apply to 
this contingency and to wrest it in 
such a manner would probably strain 
it to the breaking point and evolve 
some serious constitutional difficulties 
The present cry of Los Angeles is for 
economy in government. Under the 
present law, Los Angeles can, if she 
will, combine a number of the princi- 
pal offices of the city with those of 
the county. She has had this privi- 
ledge for a long time and has refused 
to take the initiative, and if that is the 
only thing desired, Los Angeles needs 
no secial legislation. Long Beach is 
opposed to any union with Los Ange- 
les because her citizens believe that 
Los Angeles is looking with longing 
eyes upon Long Beach harbor, and 
that city proposed to develop its own 
resources in its own way. The other 
beach towns would probably be favor- 
able to the consolidation, as it would 
solve some of their present municipal 
difficulties. I believe that your gather- 
ing here today is a move in the right 
direction, and trust that it -will be 
productive for good for all concerned." 


Judge Silent of Glendora was next 


called to the platform. He said: "I 
am here to countenance by my pres- 
ence the organization of an associa- 
tion that will protect our mutual in- 
terests." In reply to the legal ques- 
tions raised by Senator Thompson, 
Judge Silent said: "I am not ordinarily 
deterred by legal obstacles. None of 
the things that exist as obstacles to 
my mind are so great that they can- 
not be removed in a single session of 
he assembly. I am convinced that 
his thing is not going to be accom- 
plished in a few months. There are 
great problems to be considered and 
the best possible way to reach a solu- 
tion is the appointing of a committee 
of the best men to gather valuable in- 
formation and present it to another 
meeting of this body to be held in the 
near future."

Where had they gone? 


And I found them, these splendid sto- 
ics of the world of publicity—found 
them grinding away at their desks on 
South Spring street, bringing ordur 
out of the wildest kind of chaos, work- 
ing to fill the Sunday morning news- 
sheet. 
At four o'clock in the after- 


noon, sixteen hours after loathsome 
creatures had made the Times build-

Turkey and Hear Much

Talk at Los Angeles. 


A phalanx of "good losers" rose 


one after another to address an as- 
sembly of 400 Los Angeles county Re- 
publicans last Saturday evening at a 
banquet given in Levy's cafe to the! 
••editors of Southern California and to 
Hiram W. Johifcon, Republican candi-j 
date for governor of the state. One 
•of the splendid addresses of the even-' 
ing came as a complete surprise to) 
the gathering, when former State Sen- • 
ator Bulla, as toastmaster, introduced 
Hon. James McLachlan, present in- 
cumbent in the House of Representa- 
tives from the seventh district. Rep- 
resentative McLachlan,. who, in com- 
pany with many congressmen through- 
out the United States, was defeated 
at the primaries for renomination af- 
ter a long period of efficient service, 
gave the gentlemen present a chance 
to cheer him vociferously, when he 
said that he stood behind the move- 
ment of the Progressive party in their 
fight to oust the Southern Pacific rail- 
road from politics.

with crimson—the Red Badge of Cour- 
age. As a woman turns dully to the 
preparation of her children's meal, 
though her husband lies dead in the 
adjoining room, so had these men 
gathered silently to do their work, 
though the ranks had not been closed 
up enough to hide the absence of com 
rades-in-arms who lay beneath the ug- 
ly ruin in the heart of the city. 


Men die in 'holocausts every d:;y, 


somewhere in the world. But they do 
not die as some of these did, who 
knew for a long time that it might 
happen any time. Although hardly a 
week went by but that some oownrd 
sent a threatening letter; although 
they knew that conspiracy surrounded 
them, they went blithely to their la- 
bo-, nor murmured. The men that sat 
at the linotypes that fatal morning 
each knew the hatred that anarchy 
held for them. They were at their 
posts every night. This is glorious 
bravery. 


Such bravery wins a deathless re- 


ward, and such cov ardiee an eternity 
in hell. Newspaper men spend their 
lives hi a service for others. They 
are often cynical. Tawdry show wins 
their quick contempt. They live each 
day in a ruck of human events. They 
chronicle each day the deeds of oth- 
ers, the bravery of others. Thank y9u, 
members of the "Times" staff, dead 
and living, for exemplifying that the 
newspaper fraternity can stand steady 
in the face of known danger. Let it 
remain 
a world-wide lesson. "The 


fining pot is for silver and the furnace 
for gold." They were tried in the face 
of the fire and not found wanting.
